CEASE-FIRE ORDER IS 
ISSUED BY CHIANG TO

NANKING, June 8.—(IPh-Chiang 


Kai-Shek today issued a cease-fire 
order calling a 15-day halt in the 
long, bloody conflict in Manchuria. 


The truce, effective tomorrow, 


is expected to clear the way to per- 
manent settlement of 
differences 


between the Chinese 
government 
and communists. 


Starts At Noon. 


"I am issuing order* to my ar 
mies to hold all advances, attacks 
and pursuits for a period of 15 
days from noon Friday, June 7," 
the Generalissimo announced In a 
message delivered to newspaper- 
men through Minister of Informa- 
tion Peng Hsueh-Pei. 
"Doing this gives the Communist 
party an opportunity 
to 
demon-! 
strate its good faith and intention 
of carryin,, out the agreement pre. 
viously signed. In taking this ac- 
tion, the government In no way 
prejudices its right under the Slno- 
Soviet treaty to recover Manchurl- 
an sovereignty." 


The previous agreement was a 
January 
political-military 
truce, 


since violated by both sides.

The 
letters 
come In every lan- 


guage, every size, every kind 
of 


scrawl. They all say thank-you. 


There are 10,000 of them at Red 


Cross National Headquarters here, 
written In the last four weeks by 
the llttl* people of Europe to 
the 


people of America. 


Every ship which takes Ameri- 


can relief supplies to the continent 
comes back with cartons of letters 
—earnest, pathetic thanks for 
a 


cake 
of soap, a child's shirt, a 


chocolate bar. 


Many writers carefully copy the 


address from a label In the ahlrt 
or on f.he package. Their letters 
come to "American Red Cross, not 
to be sold, U. S. A." 
or "Red 


Cross, children's size two, Wash- 
ington, D. C." 


Now and then an envelope con- 
tains a picture. 


Each letter is a story. One it 


from a Dutch girl, freed from a 
German 
concentration camp 
to 


make her way home. Back In Hol- 
land, she came to a Red Cross dis- 
tribution center. 


"I'll never forget the 
words," 
she 
wrote. 
"Girl, what do you 


want, what do you need?'" 


From Vienna, a Nun writes for 


the school children of her convent 
"to render many, many thanks1' 
for American bread, butter, milk 
and lard, her latter begl.ns "pat- 
rons, benefactors, friends." 


Wanted Soap Most 


Two Dutch boys, nine and 12, 


told of their family's excitement 
over a package 
from 
America. 
Each member, they said, guessed 
what was inside. 


"The girls guessed chocolate, a 


doll, sweeties, stockings, a 
new 


dress. We guessed tobacco, cigar- 
ettes, a fountain pen. But mummy 
said soap was what she wanted 
most 
of 
all—and that's what It 


was. 
You cannot Imagine what that 


means for us-"-our first after lib- 
eration."
